John E. Madden has sued Louis V. 
Bell and Mr. and Mrs. Albert Simons 
for $150,0uh damages, alleging that the 
three defendant* conspired to alienate 
Mrs. Madden's affections. 

Playing that he was a cowboy and 
his four-year-old companion was an 
Indian at St. Joseph, Mo., Ned H. Star- 
mer, aged 11 years, shot and instant- 
ly killed George Blakely, the two be- 
ing alone in a room. A double-barreled 
shotgun was used. 

A magnificent stable, containing 30 of 
the finest box stalls that can be built 
for his show horses, is in course of 
erection at Alfred G. Vanderbilt's farm 
in Portsmouth, R. 1. The building is 
copied after the stables of King Ed- 
ward. with a courtyard in the center. 

Another Italian was killed Sunday 
morning near Tremont, La., by Negroes, 
making three Italians to lose their lives 
on account of the prejudice against 
their replacing local lumber-mill labor 
at Chatham vitle. La. Two other Ital- 
ians were wounded near Chathamville 
and 26 were robbed. 

The 16 battleships of the Atlantic 
fleet, under command of Rear Admiral 
Evans, sailed from Hampton Roads 
Monday for San Francisco. The presi- 
dent in his yacht Mayflower led the 
fleet to the capes, where he reviewed 
the most imposing naval pageant ever 
witnessed in American waters. 

Ethan Owen, of Murray, was arrest- 
ed at that place on the charge of at- 
tempted arson, in connection with the 
effort to burn two tobacco warehouses 
there. Rumors were current that $100 
had been offered for the destruction of 
the warehouses, but detectives who 
worked on the case are reticent, and 
the examination was private. 

At the close of six hours' testimony 
in hi* own behalf Caleb Powers said 
that the rifle with which Goebel had 
been assassinated had been found and 
was in possession of the defense. An 
effort will be .nade to trace the weapon 
directly to Henry E. Youtaey. Powers 
denied all of the damaging statements 
made bv the Commonwealth's witness- 
es. 

After receiving a report from Adj. 
Gen. P. P. Johnston. Gov. Willson or- 
dered one company of the First Ken- 
tucky to Hopkinsville to relieve the sol- 
diers now on duty there. Gen. John- 
ston. in his report, said that Hopkins- 
ville was in a pitiful state of demorali- 
zation, and the presence of the mili- 
tia was absolutely necessary. He said 
there were gogd reasons to believe that 
if the militia were withdrawn a second 
attack on Hopkinsville would be made.

Accord- 
ing to Judge Rodgers, who is presiding 
Judge of (Tie Common Pleas Court of 
Mahoning county, in which Youngs- 
town is situated, every couple that has 
eloped from Pittsburg! to Youngstown 
to be married are not legally married 
at all. He declares that the law in 
Ohio is very explicit in stating that the 
woman must be a resident of the county 
in which the ceremony takes place, and 
that merely coming to the city for a 
few hours does not make the woman a 
resident. The statement of the Judge 
has created all kinds of excitement in 
Pittsburg. In the last five years fully 
6,000 couples have eloped to Youngs- 
town and Steubenville from Pittsburg. 
Among them were Fred C. Fairbanks, 
a son of the Vice President, and Miss 
Helen E. Scott, who went to Steuben- 
ville and were married.

C. C. Wallace for the Richmond post- 
office. Both are reappointments.
